The late-noon hours of May 11, 1998 
witnessed a great vicissitude in India's stand 
in nuclear strength. India became self-reliant 
when. five explosions within a span of 
48 hours at Pokhran in Rajasthan made the 
world sit up and take ‘stock of India’s 
progress, б 

| was a great moment for Indians to 
celebrate the occasion of India becoming а 
nuclear power coinciding with ће Golden 
Jubilee Celebrations of Independence. When 
on May 15, 1998 the Prime Minister. 
announced that India has become a Nuclear 
Weapons State, Ihe happiness of the citizens 
knew no bounds. Every Indian was filled with 
pride and alacrity, while the world reaction 
was a blend of awe and anger. Whatever 
ће reaction of the previous nuclear powers 
(USA, UK, France, Russia and China), India 
knew that it would be concentrating on using 
this novel power for peaceful purposes only. 

Of the five nuclear tests, three were 
conducted on May 11, 1998 and the 
remaining two on May 13. These five tests 
Caused the least harm to the surrounding 
villages. Also, there was no radioactivity nor 
any dangerous radiation pervading towards 
the blue. Apart from these, the yield was 
greater ranging from 12 kiloton to 
0.06 kiloton. The fissile material used in 
the five tests was completely indigenous 
and was the master product of the 
technology of the Department of Atomic 

nergy (DAE). 

As an old proverb goes, "Union is 
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strength”, the union of the DAE, the Defence 
Research and Development Organisation 
(DRDO) and the Bhabha Atomic Research 
Centre (BARC), brought India nuclear 
strength. The commendable effort of the 
entire staff of these organisations was the 
sole secret behind this great success. This 
team work was headed by dignitaries 
like Dr. A.P.J. Abdul Kalam, Scientific 
Adviser to the Defence Minister and the 
Director of DRDO; Dr. Chidambaram, 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) and Dr. Anil Kakodkar, Director of 
the BARC. 

The DAE has done laudable research and 
development work in nuclear science and 
technology and has developed 
comprehensive indigenous capabilities in 
designing and building nuclear power 
reactors, fuel reprocessing plants and 
many other fuel cycle-related activities. 
The DAE also invented different applications. 
of nuclear energy in agriculture and 
industry. 

The DRDO is now has plans for mass- 
producing a longer range version ofthe'Agni: 
It is also planning to incorporate solid fuel 
into the Agni missile. The two-stage missile 
with an allliquid configuration is also being 
developed. The Technology Demonstrator 
version of the Agni has a range of around 
1500 km and can carry a 1000-kg warhead. 
The success of India’s Integrated Guided 
Missile Programme is highly commendable 
for it has been achieved against great 
hurdles. 

It is a fact that the time consumed for our 
nuclear missile Shakti 98 was just 30 days 
and the cost very low. What is advantageous 
in Shakti 98 over the nuclear device tested 
in 1974 is that the former tested a new design 
of a fission bomb smaller in size, lighter in 
weight but higher in yield. 

As the twenty-first century dawns, it 
is expected that India would become 
self-sufficient in nuclear and missile 
technology. a

In view of the poor resources ovailable in 
our country, we should not spend money in 
participating in the Olympics and other 
international games and sports events. Give 
two arguments in favour and fwo against 
the proposition. 

Arguments in Favour 

1. Crores of rupees are spent on sending 
the Indian teams, mainly comprising officials 
who-are not even remotely connected with 
any game or sport, to the Olympics, Asian 
Games and other international games and 
sports events by the country periodically. The 
net result is pitiable. India today figures 
nowhere among the top ten nations in any 
international games and sports event. This is 
a criminal waste of our already scarce 
resources when a country of nearly a billion 
people has to go without the basic necessities 
of life. Instead of providing foreign jaunts to 
influential officials every now and then, it 
will be a better idea to spend the money 
allocated for various international games and 
sports events to such basic needs of the 
people as drinking water, primary healthcare 
and education. 

2. The huge funds spent on participating 
in the Olympics, Asian Games and other 
international games and sports events are 
an instance of scarce resources going down 
the drain as there is no early training or 
motivation of athletes_and sportspersons in 
the rural areas. Sports is still looked done 
upon in India as an appendage to education. 
Spending times on games and sports is 
considered a waste of time by most parents 
and teachers. With such low priority 
accorded to games and sports in India, no 
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wonder our sportspersons fail miserably at 
any international event. It is thus advisable 
that in view of the poor resources available 
in our country, we should not spend money 
in participating in the Olympics and other 
international games and sports events. 
Arguments Against. 

1. Games and sports contribute towards 
a rounded personality. They should be given 
their proper place in the educational 
curriculum. Adequate funds should be 
provided for the encouragement of games 
and sports at levels so that Indian 
sportspersons can perform better in the 
Olympics and other international games and 
sports events. In fact, the funds allocated at 
present are too meagre to meet the needs of 
such a vast country as ours. 

2. Instead of-reducing or stopping ‘funds 
for India's participation in the Olympics and 
other international games and sports events, 
the funds allocated at present must be 
properly utilised. The Indian contingent should 
include more of athletes and sportspersons 
than officials. The recent case of the gold 
medals won by Jyotirmoyee Sikdar, Dingko 
Singh and the Indian hockey team at the 
Bangkok Asian Games should serve as 
pointers to the Sports Authority of India. 
Complaints like the ones made by India's 
ace shooter Jaspal Rana should be 
investigated and looked into. More funds 
should be there for providing facilities so 
that they can perform better in the Olympics 
and other international games and sports 
events. In fact, Indian games and sports 
suffer from too little attention and too meagre 
funds for our sportspersons do well at all 
levels.

Give at least /iree causes behind student 
unrest in India. 

1. The presentday system of education has 
no relation: with the vocational needs of 
students. The curriculum is outdated and 
teaching listless. As a result, the students are 
at their wit's end while following a particular 
course in our schools and colleges. They 
often magnify their demands and grievances 
and launch agitations to get them redressed. 
The.remedy would be to overhaul the existing 
system of education and make our education 
more job-oriented. This will get the students 
interested in studies and they will have little 
time for agitations or unrest. 

2. The second factor for student unrest in 
India is the politicisation of education. All 
political parties have their youth wings in 
our schools, colleges and universities. Asa 
result, , trivial issues. are blown out of all 
proportion and students take to the streets in 
support of the political party or Politicians 
patronising them. They lose sight of their 
real aim, i.e., they have come to educational 
institutions to study, During the period of 
student unrest, studies suffer and the pity is 
that no one is bothered about the loss suffered 
by the student community in general as a 
result of unrest. 

3. Our policy of education should be 
modified in the light of the observation of 
many academicians that most students in our 
educational institutions are not interested in 
‘studies. Educational institutions are just places 
where they mark their time before they get 
ready to face life in the world outside. 
Keeping this view, the Government should 
not place undue emphasis on compulso, 
education for all the citizens. Our schools, 
colleges and universities are overcrowded 
at present. In view of need for basic 
education, it should be enough if all our 
citizens master the three R's. After this, 
they should be left to decide for themselves 
whether they are interested in higher 
education. Forcing education down 
everyone's throat leads to student unrest.

"Suggest at least three measures to ensure 
financial viability in our universities. 

In view of the recommendations of the 
Fifth Pay Commission, the Government is 
strapped for funds to pay university 
employees. Measures are afoot to make our 
universe financially viable so that they can 
shoulder the additional burden. | would 
suggest the following three measures to 
ensure financial viability in our universities : 

1. The present fee structure for various 
courses in our universities is unrealistic. For 
instance, in the University of Delhi students 
in undergraduate classes still pay a monthly 
tuition fee of Rs. 15 the same amount students 
paid in the 20s and 30s. The Human 


Resource Development Ministry and the’ 


University Grants Commission have not raised 
the fee so far while the financial burden of 
running about 250 universities in the country 
has gone up hundredfold. | is, therefore, 
advisable to increase the tuition fee and other 
charges so that at least a part of the 
additional burden is met and our universities 
become financially viable. 

2. The HRD Minister recently spoke of 
imposing an education cess on those sending 
their wards to institutions of higher learning. 
This should be introduced forthwith so that 
additional funds are generated for higher 
education and they "can help offset the 
additional financial burden on our universities 
in the background of inflation, cost of living, 
higher salaries and provision of more facilities 
to the students. This will ensure that only 
those genuinely interested in pursuing higher 
education are granted admission to 
universities, thereby reducing the load on 
these institutions, 

3. The third measure to ensure the financial 
viability of our universities would be permit 
them to accept sponsorships, donations and 
fund from private investors to introduce more 
job-oriented courses and provide recreational 
and other facilities to students. This will bring 
about a radical transformation in our 
institutions of higher education, 
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What are the basic causes responsible 
for the poor productivity of industrial units in 
India 2 

The basic causes responsible for the poor 
productivity of industrial units in India are as 
under : 

1. The machinery and equipment аге 
outdated. The manufacturing and finishing 
processes are time-consuming as a result of 
which the productivity remains abysmally low 
as compared to advanced nations in the 
world. 

2. The labour force is not properly 
motivated; there is no system of incentives or 
disincentives. In short, produclivity is not 
related to performance, Work, therefore, goes 
on at a sluggish pace at all levels to poor 
productivity in our industrial units, 

3. The labour unions are highly politicised 
and their leaders are not interested either in 
the workers’ welfare or raising the level of 
productivity in industrial units. They are self- 
serving individuals with no stake in running 
the industrial establishments. Whether these 
establishment work Properly or are down is 
the least of their concerns. 

4. There is lack of managerial skill and 
efficiency at all levels, resulting in low 
productivity. Professionalism in our industrial 
units has still to make a mark. This accounts 
for low productivity and various lockouts and 
strikes in our industrial units when the genuine 
and basic demands of the labour force are 
not met. 
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What is money targetting ? Can it be 
followed in India ? 

Money targetting constitutes the Central 
Bank's decision regarding money supply with 
Certain objectives. Some of these objectives 
may be controlling the rate of inflation, 
encouraging -productive capability, 
maintaining stability, etc. If the supply of 
money in the economy is grater than the 
domestic requirements, it generates inflation.

The volume of money supply that can serve 
‘the objective most effectively is called money 
targetting. 

In India money targetting can be followed 
to achieve the three objectives outlined 
above, i.e., controlling the rate of inflation 
by limiting the circulation of currency so that 
prices are maintained at a certain level all 
over the country, It may be money targetting 
for encouraging and increasing productive 
capability through incentives and tax 
concessions and maintaining stability in the 
price line. Money targetting is something that 
the Indian economy requires the most at 
present if we are to reduce the number of 
millions of countrymen living below the 
poverty line. 
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Suppose there are no rivers in the world. 
Give three possible consequences if such o 
situation arise. 

Rivers are the lifeline of people. If there 
were no rivers, the following consequences 
may arise : 

1. In India, people worship rivers as 
mother goddesses, viz., Ganga, Yamuna, 
Saraswati, etc. If there were no rivers in 
India, the Hindu pantheon would be deprived 
of worshipping these deities. 

2. Water from the rivers is used for 
irrigation.

The myth that if Sachin Tendulkar tumbles 
the rest of the Indian team would follow suit 
was demolished by the current sensation 
Rahul Dravid, who has been declared Man 
of the Series in the Test and one-day 
international between india and New 
Zealand on Janvary 19, 1999, In truth, 
Dravid continued from his first innings 190, 
middling the ball with finesse ада пр Мем 
Zealand at Hamilton. 
Back cuts, sparking pulls 
and crisp off and on 
drives adorned his score 
of 103 not out in the 
second innings (136 to, 
16x4). This unique feat 
has made him the third 
Indian to score a century 
in both innings of a Test 
after Vijay Hazare 
against Australia in 
1947-48 and Sunil 
Gavaskar (West Indies 
in 1970-71 and 1978- 
79; Pakistan 1978-79). 
Incidentally, it was his 
fourth ton in 25 Tests, 
which catapulted his tour 
aggregate to 311.

The 26-year-old cricketer from Karnataka 
made his debut, both in Tests and one-dayers, 
in 1996. 

His glaring performance during the Test 
series against New Zealand where he 
scripted a century in each innings of a Test 
match has placed him at the No. 10 spot in 
the all-time batting averages’ list which no 
other Indian, not even a stalwart like 
Gavaskar nor cricket 
wonder Tendulkar, has 
been able to attain.

He has the 
ability to use his feet 
which makes him 
comfortable against both 
pace and spin, He 
seldom plays halfway, 
meeting the ball either 
at the pitch, thereby 
eliminating lateral 
movement off the pitch, 
or simply rocks back to 
play his shots. Above 
all, he is a stayer, highly 
capable of providing
